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Introduction        ^T^^  he  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration's  graphic  communica- 
tions system  .  .  .  the  Veterans  Administration's  prosthetic  foot .  .  .  the  De- 
partment of  Transportation's  intercity  bridge  .  .  .  and  the  General  Services 
Administration's  support  of  art  in  public  places  ...  all  are  recipients  of 
the  1984  Presidential  Awards  for  Design  Excellence  honored  by  President  Reagan  at 
a  White  House  ceremony.

The  federal  government  is  the  nation's  single  largest  builder,  printer  and  user  of 
design  services.  Excellence  in  design  is  integral  to  the  federal  government's  respon- 
sible stewardship  of  public  resources. 

To  recognize  excellence  in  federal  design  accomplishments  and  to  honor  those 
individuals  who  have  made  outstanding  contributions  to  federal  design,  the  White 
House  is  pleased  to  invite  entries  for  the  1988  Presidential  Design  Awards. 

Recipients  will  be  selected  in  a  two-stage  process  by  juries  of  distinguished  de- 
sign experts.  The  first  jury  will  select  entries  to  receive  Federal  Design  Achievement 
Awards  for  meritorious  design.  These  awards  will  be  presented  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts.  From  Achievement  Award  winners,  a 
second  jury  will  select  the  recipients  of  the  Presidential  Awards  for  Design 
Excellence. 

Entries  are  welcome  for  federal  design  products  or  activities  in  the  following 
disciplines:  Architecture  •  Engineering  Design  •  Graphic  Design  •  Interior  Design  •  Landscape 
Architecture  •  Product/Industrial  Design  •  Urban  Design,  Historic  Preservation  and  Planning 


Criteria        The  following  criteria  will  guide  the  awards  Juries  in  judging  the  submissions. 

These  criteria  should  be  carefully  considered  when  selecting  appropriate  entries  and 
preparing  application  forms.

LThe  undertaking  must  make  a  contribution  that  improves  the  federal  government's 
ability  to  fulfill  its  mission.

The  undertaking  should  establish  exemplary  design  practices,  standards  or  guide- 
lines that  can  serve  as  models  for  federal  design  activities.

V~  The  undertaking  should  be  cost-efficient  on  a  life-cycle  basis  and  should  demon- 
[ strate  careful  design  and  planning  without  sacrificing  performance  or  quality.

I    The  undertaking  must  demonstrate  aesthetic  sensibility  and  be  appropriate  in

The  undertaking  must  demonstrate  a  high  level  of  technical  and  functional  profi- 
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Eligibility      "^^     ^     "^^  orks  that  have  been  sponsored,  authorized,  commissioned,  pro- 
duced, supported  or  promulgated  by  the  government  of  the  United 
itates  of  America  are  eligible.  All  branches  of  the  federal  government  - 
civilian,  military,  domestic,  overseas  — including  all  federal  depart- 
ments, agencies,  bureaus  and  offices  are  within  the  scope  of  the  Presidential  Design 
Awards.  (For  uniformity  in  this  application  form,  all  federal  organizational  units 
will  be  referred  to  as  offices.) 

Applicants  must  demonstrate  that  the  design  work  was  a  direct  result  of  the 
purpose  and  mission  of  the  federal  office  responsible  for  its  creation.  The  connection 
to  and  contribution  of  this  federal  office  must  be  clearly  defined. 

Works  must  have  been  completed  and  in  use  between  January  1,  1977,  and  Janu- 
ary 1,  1987.  Applicants  are  advised  to  enter  works  only  when  sufficient  time  has 
elapsed  since  completion  to  enable  the  awards  juries  to  evaluate  the  performance 
and  user  satisfaction  of  submitted  works.  For  example  a  building  will  be  evaluated 
not  only  on  its  aesthetic  merit  but  also  on  its  performance.  It  is  likely  that  on-site 
evaluation  of  submissions  recommended  for  the  Presidential  Awards  for  Design 
Excellence  will  be  conducted. 

Works  that  have  previously  been  awarded  a  Presidential  Award  for  Design 
Excellence  or  a  Federal  Design  Achievement  Award  are  not  eligible.  Works 
previously  submitted  that  did  not  win  may  be  resubmitted. 


Who  May  Apply       CURRENT  FEDERAL  EMPLOYEES 

Federal  employees  with  professional  responsibility  for  design  works  are  eligible. 

FORMER  FEDERAL  EMPLOYEES 

Former  federal  employees  may  enter  design  works  for  which  they  had  professional 
responsibility,  and  which  were  completed  during  the  time  span  indicated  in  the  eli- 
gibility section.  Application  forms  must  contain  signed  certification  by  the  federal 
office  that  sponsored  the  work. 

NON-FEDERAL  ENTRANTS 

Federal  contractors,  state  and  local  governments  and  non-profit  organizations  that 
have  completed  design  works  for  the  federal  government.  Application  forms  must 
contain  signed  certification  by  the  federal  office  that  sponsored  the  work. 


Presentation      Applicants  are  encouraged  to  carefully  select  submission  materials  that  will  clearly 
communicate  in  visual  and  narrative  form  the  significance  of  their  entries. 

All  materials  should  be  organized  and  presented  in  a  manner  to  facilitate  re- 
view. Careful  preparation  and  presentation  will  better  enable  juries  to  understand 
and  evaluate  submitted  works.  All  entry  material  must  be  contained  in  a  single 
standard  lO^/i"  x  11 'A"  notebook  not  to  exceed  3"  in  thickness,  with  transparent 
sleeves  for  displaying  materials.  The  completed  application  and  one  copy  must 
appear  first  in  the  notebook  and  be  of  reproducible  quality. 

If  you  wish  to  enter  the  same  entry  in  more  than  one  design  category  and/or 
discipline,  you  must  submit  a  separate,  completed  application  form  and  binder  for 
each  category  and  discipline. 

All  materials  submitted  become  the  property  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  and  may  be  used  in  program  development  activities,  including  publications. 
Credits  for  photographs  and  permission  for  reproduction  of  photographs  should  be 
provided  at  the  time  of  submission.  Materials  will  not  be  returned.
